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SUBJECT: GOP PROTESTS ALLEGED VIOLATION OE DIPLOMATIC 
PREMISES 

1. SUMMARY: MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFEAIRS HAS PROTESTED 
"VIOLATIONS OF PREMISES OF PHILIPPINE PERMANENT MISSION TO 

UN AND PHILIPPINE CONGEN IN NEW YORK CITY" AS WELL AS ASSAULT 
ON STAFF MEMBER OE GOP EMBASSY WASHINGTON. REQUEST URGENT 
ADVICE ON EACTS OF CASE. 

2. AT 0300 EDT I WAS SUMMONED TO FOREIGN MINISTRY BY DEPUTY 
MINISTER COLL ANTES AND PRESENTED WITH EOLLOWING NOTE: 

"THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS PRESENTS ITS COMPLIMENTS 
TO THE EMBASSY OE THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA, MANILA, AND 
WISHES TO LODGE THIS STRONG PROTEST OVER VIOLATIONS OE THE 
PREMISES OE THE PHILIPPINE PERMANENT MISSION TO THE UNITED 
NATIONS AND THE PHILIPPINE CONSULATE GENERAL IN NEW YORK 
CITY AND THE UNPROVOKED ASSAULT ON A STAFF MEMBER OF THE 
PHILIPPINE EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON IN CONTRAVENTION OE THE 
PROVISIONS OP THE VIENNA CONVENTION ON DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITIES 
AND PRIVILEGES AND THE VIENNA CONVENTION ON CONSULAR 
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IMMUNITIES AND PRIVILEGES. 

"ON OR ABOUT 12:30 O'CLOCK OP THE MORNING OF 1 1 JUNE 1978, 

A GROUP OF NEW YORK CITY POLICE OFFICERS, WITH NO SEARCH/ 
ARREST WARRANT AND WITH THEIR GUNS DRAWN, FORCED OPEN THE 
FRONT DOOR OF THE PHILIPPINE CENTER AT 556 PIFTH AVENUE, 
DESTROYING A BARREL-BOLT WHICH LOCKED THE DOOR, TWISTED THE 
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WOODEN HANDHOLD ON THE STREETSIDE OF THE DOOR, PISTOL WHIPPED 
LEO DACALANIO, THE FILIPINO SECURITY MAN IN THE PREMISES, 

PLACED AN ARMLOCK ON HIM, FORCED HIM TO LEAN FORWARD AT AN 
ANGLE WITH HIS HANDS UP AGAINST A WALL AND BEAT HIM WITH A 
HANDGUN AND A NIGHTSTICK ON HIS HANDS, HIS ARMS AND HIS BACK, 
AND LATER BANGED HIS HEAD AGAINST THE ADOBE WALL. 

"THIS BRUTALITY WAS INFLICTED UPON MR. DACALANIO NOTWITH- 
STANDING HIS PROTESTATIONS THAT THEY WERE IN THE PREMISES 
OF THE PHILIPPINE PERMANENT MISSION TO THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND THE PHILIPPINE CONSULATE GENERAL. IT WILL BE NOTED ALSO 
THAT MR. DACALANIO IS AN ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT IN THE 
OFFICE OF THE ARMED FORCES ATTACHE OF THE PHILIPPINE EMBASSY 
IN WASHINGTON. AT THE TIME OF THE INCIDENT HE WAS ON 
TEMPORARY SECURITY DETAIL IN THE PHILIPPINE CONSULATE GENERL 
IN NEW YORK WHICH IS UNDER THE ADMINISTRATIVE SUPERVISION 
OF THE EMBASSY OF THE PHILIPPINES IN WASHINGTON. IT IS 
THEREFORE EVIDENT THAT THE ASSAULT COMMITTED ON MR. DACALANIO 
A STAFF MEMBER OF THE PHILIPPINE EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON WAS 
A VIOLATION OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND OF FEDERAL STATUTES. 

"MR. DACALANIO WAS THEN HANDCUFFED AND THE POLICE OFFICERS 
PROCEEDED TO THE REAR OF THE PHILIPPINE CENTER LOBBY WHERE 
THE OFFICES OF THE FOREIGN TRADE AND THE TOURISM REPRE- 
SENTATIVES ARE LOCATED. THEY RANSACKED THE OFFICES. 
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"NOT FINDING WHATEVER THEY WERE LOOKING FOR, THE POLICE 
OFFICERS WENT OUT OF THE LOBBY AND FOUND THE GLASS DOOR 
LEADING TO THE MAHARLIKA RESTAURANT WHICH IS OWNED BY THE 
PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT AND, THE DOOR BEING LOCKED, BRANDISHE 
THEIR HANDGUNS AT A WAITER WHO HAPPENED TO APPEAR ON THE 
OPPOSITE SIDE OF THE DOOR AND THREATENED BY MOTIONS TO 
SHOOT THE WAITER IF HE DID NOT UNLOCK THE DOOR. THE 
FRIGHTENED WAITER UNLOCKED THE DOOR AND THE POLICE OFFICERS 
GUNS DRAWN, RUSHED INTO THE RESTAURANT AND POINTED THEIR 
GUNS AT THE HEADS OF THE RESTAURANT MANAGER, MR. SONNY 
QUINIQUINI AND HIS WIFE SUSAN, AND LATE CUSTOMERS INCLUDING 
MR. MIGUEL ARGUELLES, MANAGER OF THE CENTER, MR. VICTORIO A 
TOLENTINO, AN EMPLOYEE IN THE PHILIPPINE MISSION TO THE 
UNITED NATIONS, MR. GABRIEL BELMONTE, A WAITER, AND MR. 

MODESTO CABUANG, A COOK IN THE RESTAURANT. 

"FOR REASONS KNOWN ONLY TO THE POLICE OFFICERS, MR. CABUANG 
WAS DRAGGED TO THE PHILIPPINE CENTER LOBBY AND, LIKE MR. 
DACALANIO, WAS BEATEN AND HANDCUFFED THERE. 

"ON OR ABOUT 12:45 A.M., MR. DACALANIO AND MR. CABUANG 
(BOTH TRIPLE-HANDCUFFED) WERE BROUGHT IN POLICE CARS TO 
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THE MIDTOWN NORTH PRECINCT WHERE THEY WERE PUSHED AROUND 
AND SUBJECTED TO INVECTIVES AND INSULTS AGAINST THE GOVERN- 
MENT AND THE PRESIDENT OF THE PHILIPPINE REPUBLIC. THEY 
WERE SUBSEQUENTLY RELEASED AT ABOUT 2:45 A.M. WITHOUT ANY 
CHARGES BEING FILED AGAINST THEM. 

"UPON THEIR RETURN TO THE PHILIPPINE CENTER, MR. DACALANIO 
AND MR. CABUANG WERE EXAMINED BY THE PHYSICIAN OF THE 
PHILIPPINE CONSULATE GENERAL WHO STATED IN HIS MEDICAL 
REPORT THAT HE FOUND CONTUSIONS, WOUNDS AND LACERATIONS IN 
VARIOUS PARTS OF THEIR BODIES.

"THE COAT-OF-ARMS OF THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES IS 
PROMINENTLY DISPLAYED IN THE FRONT OF THE BUILDING, JUST 
INCHES AWAY FROM THE DOOR WHOSE LOCK THE POLICE OFFICERS 
BROKE. MR. DACALANIO INFORMED THE POLICE OFFICERS OF THE 
DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR CHARACTER OF THE BUILDING, DESPITE 
WHICH HE WAS CURSED BY A POLICE OFFICER IDENTIFIED AS FRANK 
FATTIZI (POLICE SHIELD NO. 4746) AND BEATEN UP BY A POLICE 
OFFICER IDENTIFIED AS FRANCIS MC LAUGHLIN (POLICE SHIELD 
NO. 8187). THE PLAINCLOTHESMAN WHO SHOVED THEM AROUND AND 
INSULTED THE PRESIDENT OF THE PHILIPPINES WAS IDENTIFIED AS 
DETECTIVE SERGEANT JOHN SULLIVAN (POLICE SHIELD NO. 2636). 

"IN VIEW OF THE BRUTAL AND UNPROVOKED ASSAULT ON THE CLEARLY 
IDENTIFIED PREMISES OF THE MISSION AND THE CONSULATE AND ON 
A STAFF MEMBER OF THE PHILIPPINE EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON 
(MR. DACALANIO) AND A CITIZEN OF THE PHILIPPINES (MR. CABUANG 
THIS MINISTRY DEMANDS A FORMAL WRITTEN SATISFACTION FROM 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES AND THE DISMISSAL OF 
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ALL POLICE OFFICERS INVOLVED IN THE INCIDENT, WITHOUT 
PREJUDICE TO THE RIGHT OF THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT TO 
INSTITUTE CRIMINAL PROCEEDING AGAINST THEM AND TO CLAIM 
CIVIL DAMAGES AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
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"THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS AVAILS ITSELF OF THIS 
OPPORTUNITY TO RENEW TO THE EMBASSY OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA THE ASSURANCES OF ITS HIGHEST CONSIDERATION.

3. AFTER READING NOTE I COMMENTED TO COLLANTES THAT THERE 
HAD TO BE MORE TO THIS BIZARRE STORY THAN MINISTRY HAD 
CONVEYED BASED ON REPORTS FROM CONGEN AND EMBASSY WASHINGTON 
COLLANTES AGREED INCIDENT WAS PECULIAR AND RECALLED HOW 
HELPFUL NEW YORK POLICE DEPARTMENT HAD BEEN TO GOP MISSION 
AND CONGEN DURING PAST DEMONSTRATIONS. I UNDERTOOK CONTACT 
DEPARTMENT URGENTLY AND GET HIM AT LEAST PRELIMINARY COMMENT 
LATER TODAY. 

4. ACTION REQUESTED: COUNTRY DIRECTOR MONJO TELEPHONE ME 
AT COLLANTES HOME (85-15-22 RPT 85-15-22) WHERE I WILL BE 

HIS GUEST THIS EVENING UNTIL APPROXIMATELY 1 100 EDT, SO THAT 
I MAY PASS ON AT LEAST OUR PRELIMINARY REACTION TO THIS
